BORE WATER TO 
FILL CHERRY LAKE 


Soon Altona should be 

free’ of the dust problem 
blowing from Cherry Lake. 
A bore is being sunk to 
provide a year round,” sup- 
ply of water to stop the 
from drying up. 
t week, as well as ash 
and smoke from the tragic 
fires, houses were pene- 
trated by clouds of dust 
blown up by the gale force 
winds. 

For some time a solution 
to the problem has been 
sought by Altona Council. 
The final decision was to 
sink a bore and keep the 
lake filled with water. 

At a special Council 
meeting on December 23 
tender was. accepted for the 
installation of: a bore cap- 
able of supplying 36,000 
gallons of water per hour. 

Work commenced almost 
immediately. 
Drilling of the bore has 
reached a depth of 105 feet 
and: is nearly through the 
layer of basalt rock. 

At present 4,000 gallons 
of water per hour are fiow- 
ing from the bore. 

Water of a high mineral 
content is expected to be 
obtained from a depth of 
between 250 feet and 330 
eet.
